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NEW FACES—NEW SET UP? 


Andover’s finance committee, with a couple of new faces, 
met for its initial organization meeting on Monday evening. 
The two new members should be valuable assets to the com- 
mittee, but new faces aren’t so important in this case as the 
adoption of a new concept of finance committee work. 


Last year’s committee was composed of a good group of 
men who acted to the best of their ability in accordance with 
what they felt was the correct theory behind finance commit- 
tee work, However, if the committee is to mean anything to 
the Town of Andover, it should be a much more active, a much 
more vital, even militant, if necessary, part of town govern- 
ment. It’s a job that should be pretty much a year-round task, 
because it is impossible to get a proper knowledge of town 
expenditures in just a few weeks before town meeting. 

It might be well for the committee to set for itself a 
definite program for the year’s work. At town meeting, for 
instance, there was some question about comparative salaries 
between departments. In order that that question can be prop- 
erly answered in the future at town meeting, the finance com- 
mittee should look into the whole town salary set-up pretty 
carefully. It would not be out of place either at this time to 
examine closely the town’s administrative organization and 
to make recommendations for any changes which would mean 
more economy and efficiency in town government. The schools, 
of course, should be studied very carefully, both from an ad- 
ministrative and an educational standpoint, with a view in 
mind of presenting definite recommendations for the next town 
meeting, instead of providing the nebulous leadership that was 
provided on this question at the recent town meeting. 

The departments themselves should co-operate with the 
finance committee much more than they have done in the 
past. Heretofore, the committees have taken actions during 
the course of the year which have meant permanent increases 
in their budgets. The school committee, for instance, will put 
on an additional teacher in some school. The Board of Public 
Works will establish an engineering department. Then in Jan- 
uary, when the finance committee begins to look into things, 
these boards come forward with their budgets with these new 
things all included. It has meant that the finance committee 
has pretty much had to accept these actions, for some of them 
are very hard to undo. It would be much better and much fairer 
to the people of Andover if the boards would invite the finance 
committee to sit in on the discussions whenever they are think- 
ing of doing something that would permanently increase their 
budgets. 

The finance committee is an advisory board. It is some- 
thing of a middleman between the voters and the departments. 
lt is a committee which has the task of surveying all-town

expenditures and of giving advice to the departments so that 

the total appropriations will be in keeping with the town’s 
ability to pay.

PERMIT PERMITS

Second, the Léague ‘believes that 
high taxes are still needed to help 
keep inflatiom~in ‘check. We have 
long recognized that taxation is an 
important stabilizing factor in our 
economy. It is an even more im- 
portant factor now, since most of 
the war-time controls have been 
abandoned. Inflation is stil) a 
danger until reconversion is com- 
plete and postponed demand for 
goods and services has been gatis- 
fied. In another year, the picture 
may have changed, Deflation may 
by then have become the danger, 
and tax reduction will become ap- 
propriate and necessary. 

The Convention of the League of 
Women Voters, meeting in 1946, 
spent considerable time in discuss- 
ing the government’s role in help- 
ing to achieve economic stability. 
Discussion finally centered around 
three yerbs,— control, counteract, 
and prevent. The representative 
convention decided that the League 
favored ‘“‘governmental economic 
policies which prevent inflation and 
deflation and stimulate maximum 
production and employment.” Act- 
ing within our adopted policy, the 
League of Women Voters at this 
time urges Congress to follow a 
courageous tax policy by maintain- 
ing present tax rates and thus pre- 
venting further inflation and con- 
tributing to the long-run economic 
stability of our nation. 

In line with its national platform, | 
the League is also supporting a | 
bill, H.R. 2007, to declare a national | 
policy against discrimination, based 
upon ‘sex and to create a commis- 
sion on the status of women.

To Serve as 


Institute Director 


The trustees of the Methuen Me- 
morial Music Hall announced today 
the opening of the first summer 
session of the Organ Institute, to 
be held from July 21 to August 16. 
Members of the Board of Govern- 
ors of the Institute are Dr. Archi- 
bald T. Davidson, former chair- 
man of the Department of Music 
at Harvard University; Dr. Wallace 
Goodrich, Director Dmeritus of the 
New England Conservatory of Mu- 
sic; Moses T. Stevens, well-known 
patron of music and amateur or- 
ganist and Arthur Howes, in- 
structor in music at Phillips Acad- 
emy, who will act as Director of 
the Institute. 

Serving on the faculty of the 
school will be Mr. Howes, E. Power 
Biggs, noted organist and teacher, 
Carl Weinrich and Ernest White. 
Boarding students attending the 
summer session will be housed in 
dormitories on the Phillips Acad- 
emy campus in Andover. 

The Methuen Memorial Music 
Hall houses the tremendous four- 
manual organ which was in the 
Boston Music Hall from 1863 to 
1884. This instrument was built in 
Ludswigsberg, Germany by E. F. 
Walcher and Co., who began work 


on it in 1857. 


After its removal from the Music 
Hall, the organ was stored in the 
New England Conservatory of Mu- 
sic for 13 years, when it was pur- 
chased by the late Edward F. 
Searles, who brought it to Meth- 
uen, and housed it in its present 
building. 

Both the auditorium and the or- 
gan are undergoing extensive re- 
pairs, but will be ready for a series 
of recitals beginning late in May. 
A drive of $50,000, to defray the 
cost of these repairs, will begin on 
April 7, and will continue until 
May 20.
